Thaphanseik dam secures over 20,000 
summer crop acres in Shwebo District 
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THAPHANSEIK dam pro- 
vides irrigation for over 20,000 
acres of summer crops in three 
townships of Shwebo District, 
Sagaing Region, said U Aung 
Kyi Win, deputy head of Sagaing 
Region Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 

“Thaphanseik dam was ear- 
lier planned to distribute water 
for 70,000 acres of Summer rice 
crop. As the dam cannot provide 
irrigation for the summer rice 
crop, the farmers will cultivate 
over 70,000 acres of sesame and 
green grams instead. For now, 
the dam is distributing water for 
20,000 acres in three townships 
through the irrigation system. 
The sesame is primarily select- 


ed for cultivation. The number of 
acres is not confirmed in detail,” 
said U Aung Kyi Win. 

The irrigation water supply 
started from the first week of 
March in Tanse, YeU and Dabay- 
in townships in Shwebo District. 
The summer sesame and green 
grams’ acreage is likely to reach 
over 70,000. Thaphanseik dam 
began to distribute water from 
8 February in the region. 

Thaphanseik dam covered 
over 300,000 acres of summer 
rice crop in the previous years. 
This year, the dam cannot con- 
tribute water to the summer 
rice crop. Consequently, more 
monsoon rice crops will be 
grown.

Muse trade zone running as almost usual 


MUSE border trade zone is run- 
ning as almost usual. Around 
1,000 import and export trucks 
are trading daily, said U Min 
Thein, vice-chairman of the Muse 
Rice Wholesale Centre (MRWC). 

Presently, Myanmar exports 
more than 700 truckloads of rice, 
broken rice, green gram, various 
pulses, including peanuts, onion, 
chilli, fisheries products, food- 
stuffs, watermelon, and musk- 


melon to China through the Muse 
border trade zone. 

“These days, the most ex- 
ported items to China are water- 
melon and muskmelon. Recent- 
ly, Myanmar has exported 437 
truckloads of watermelon and 
muskmelon and 323 truckloads 
of other exported items. It is now 
the harvest season, and we ex- 
port the crops mostly to China,” 
U Min Thein explained. 


Besides, about 200 trucks 
carrying construction materials, 
electronic apparatuses, medical 
supplies, foodstuffs and fertiliz- 
er from China are entering My- 
anmar. The import and export 
trading is running as usual, and 
Muse border trade does not meet 
any trade barriers. But there may 
be some transaction problem to 
be back to the normal situation 
because of the private banks’ 


shutdown, he added. “The Muse 
border trade is operating as al- 
most normal but not as usual 
because of the private banks’ 
closure and the financial issue,” 
said U Min Thein. 

Currently, the banks are 
closed, so it is not easy to make 
the Muse border trade’s cash 
flow. So, the payment is being 
made with the use of the Hun- 
di money transfer system. The

4. A total of 796 polling stations in five townships took out 802,706 ballots and used 452,424 ballots. There remained 310,985 ballots instead of 150,282 ballots. The difference 
was 54,887 ballots and it found 15,590 extra ballots.

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Myanmar mineral exports down by $555 mln over five past months 


THE value of Myanmar’s min- 
eral exports has drastically fall- 
en to US$495.9 million as of 13 
March in the current financial 
year 2020-2021 since 1 October. 
It reflects a severe drop of $555 
million against a year-ago peri- 
od, the Ministry of Commerce’s 
data indicated. 

The mineral exports hit 
over $1 billion in the correspond- 
ing period of last FY. 

The coronavirus impacts 
led to the slump in mineral ex- 
ports this FY. The heightened 
COVID-19 measures also shut 
down the events like gem em- 
porium and expo last year, a 
trader said. 

So far, excavation of over 
1,250 mining blocks has been 
permitted on a manageable, 
small, medium, and large scale, 
according to the Ministry of Nat- 
ural Resources and Environ- 
mental Conservation. 

Due to the limited extrac- 
tion of natural resources, ex- 
ports of forest products and min- 
erals had dropped significantly 
in the previous years. Permits 
for mining blocks were suspend- 
ed in 2016. However, after a peri- 
od of two years, Myanmar’s min- 
ing sector has now been opened 
to local and foreign investors, 


according to the ministry. 

Within two years of imple- 
menting the Myanmar Mines 
Law, the Mines Department has 
approved more than 140 out of 
3,000 proposed mining blocks. 
Many more blocks are to be 
granted the permit. 

The Myanmar Mines Law 
was enacted on 24 December 
2015. However, the law came 
into force when the rules were 
issued on 13 February 2018. 

The ministry undertakes 
the screening process of the 
proposals for medium and large- 
scale mining blocks. As per the 
regulatory changes in 2018, re- 
gional and state governments 
are given the power to process 
applications for artisanal and 
small-scale mining blocks. 

Under the new regulations, 
foreign firms can invest in large 
blocks covering up to 500,000 
acres (about 202,000 hectares). 
In contrast, local firms can in- 
vest in all kinds of blocks. Inves- 
tors can seek a permit to mine 
minerals such as gold, copper, 
lead and tin. The licences cover 
prospecting, exploration, and 
production. 

Myanmar’s mineral exports 
have shown a marked increase 
in the previous FY2019-2020,

according to data from the Min- 
istry of Commerce.

Maritime trade drop by $3.76 bln in current FY 
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Myanmar's sea trade generated $26 billion from an overall trade value of 


$36 billion in the last FY2019-2020. 


THE value of Myanmar’s mar- 
itime trade for the period be- 
tween 1 October and 13 March in 
the 2020-2021 financial year sank 
to US$9.06 billion, a drastic drop 
of over $3.76 billion compared to 
the year-ago period, according 
to the Ministry of Commerce. 

While maritime exports 
were valued at $3.67 billion, im- 
ports were registered at $5.38 
billion. Compared to the same 
period in the 2019-2020 budget 
year, imports fell by $2.4 billion, 
while exports decreased by $1.34 
billion. 

Meanwhile, the value of 


trade through the border this FY 
was estimated at $4.99 billion, 
a decrease of $66.65 million as 
against a year-ago period. 

Both sea trade and border 
trade dropped amid the corona- 
virus impacts. The neighbouring 
countries tightened border se- 
curity and limited the trading 
time to contain the spread of 
the virus. Pandemic-induced 
container shortage pushed up 
the freight rates to almost triple 
in Myanmar, causing delays for 
traders. 

Additionally, according to 
the Myanmar Mercantile Ma- 


rine Development Association, 
some ocean liners suspended 
cargo transport from Myanmar. 

“The halt of ocean liners 
will undoubtedly affect the mar- 
itime trade. The cargo transport 
will double or triple if we con- 
duct the trade with small ships,” 
said an official of the association. 

The country’s total external 
trade reached $11.987 billion, 
which plunged from $14.3 billion 
recorded in a year-ago period. 

Myanmar’s sea trade gen- 
erated $26 billion from an overall 
trade value of $36 billion in the 
last FY2019-2020, the Ministry 
of Commerce’s statistics indi- 
cated. 

Myanmar exports agricul- 
tural products, fishery products, 
minerals, livestock, forest prod- 
ucts, finished industrial goods, 
and other products. At the same 
time, it imports capital goods, 
consumer goods, and raw in- 
dustrial materials. 

The country currently has 
nine ports involved in sea trade. 
Yangon Portis the main gateway 
for Myanmar’s maritime trade. 
It includes the Yangon inner ter- 
minals and the outer Thilawa 
Port.— MM/GNLM

MoPFI extends exemption 
period for withholding tax on 


exports 


The Ministry of Planning, Fi- 
nance and Industry has been 
exempting tax barriers for 
the businesses affected by 
the COVID-19 pandemic. The 
exemption period for with- 
holding tax on exports will be 
extended up to 30 April 2021, 
according to its notification 
dated 19 March. 

The MoPFT earlier grant- 
ed relief on a two per cent 
withholding tax on exports 
between 1 April 2020 and 31 
March 2021. At present, the 
negative impacts of the pan- 
demic are exacerbating, and 
so, the withholding tax will be 
extended until 30 April 2021. 

Moreover, international 
trade transactions cannot be 
done during the meantime 
amid the closure of private 
banks. 

The Trade Department 
under the Ministry of Com- 
merce notified on 3 March 
that exporters and importers 
do not require to seek licenc- 
es for 37 HS code lines for ex- 


ports and 72 lines for imports 
between 8 March and 9 April 
2021 to facilitate the trade. 

Export items with licence 
exemption include onion, 
garlic, rice, broken rice, raw 
sugar, refined sugar, natural 
rubber and cotton, while the 
exemption covers the fol- 
lowing import goods; sliced 
fish (salmon and tuna), flour, 
soybean seed, palm oil, food 
commodity, cement, gasoline, 
diesel, pharmaceuticals, fer- 
tilizer and lubricant. 

However, tax cut and 
licence exemption will not 
tackle the trade slowdown 
amid the current political 
changes, an exporter shared 
his opinion. 

Regardless of maritime 
trade disruption, border 
trade with China and Thai- 
land remained strong. 

Withholding tax exemp- 
tion will help smooth border 
trade businesses, a trad- 
er from Muse said. — HH/

HERAVADA Buddhism 

| has been flourishing in 

Myanmar since ancient 

times. Myanmar especially plays 

a leading role among the Therava- 

da Buddhist countries. The first 

arrival of Buddha Sasanato, this 

"Land of Pagodas", was associ- 

ated with the history of the Shwe 
Dagon Pagoda. 

According to the Myanmar 
chronicles, Buddhism arrived in 
Myanmar in the lifetime of the 
Buddha, more than 2600 years 
ago. In the year 103MahaEra, on 
the full-moon day of Vesakha 
(May), the Buddha attained the 
Supreme Enlightenment. Two 
merchants from SuvaOQOabhiimi, 
"Golden Land" as Lower Myan- 
mar was then known, arrived in 
Bodhgaya and made offerings to 
the Buddha. At their request, the 
Buddha gave them eight strands 
of hair from His head. The sa- 
cred hair relics were enshrined 
in a Cetiya which is now known 
as Shwe Dagon Pagoda. The two 
merchant brothers were the first 
ones to take refuge in the Bud- 
dha and the Dhamma. This event 
was mentioned in the Shwedagon 
stone inscription, set up by King 
Dhamma Ceti (CE 1472 - 1492) 
of Hantharwady Kingdom. 

The idea of establishing an 
International Theravada Buddhist 
Missionary University near the 
Sacred Tooth Relic Pagoda was 
first suggested by the leader of 
the State. He was aware of the 
problems faced by the foreigners 
who come to Myanmar to study 
Theravada scriptures and medita- 
tion. Added to these problems is 
the language barrier, which they 
could not overcome. With a view 
to solving these problems for the 
sake of foreigners and promoting 
Theravada Buddhism throughout 
the world, he expressed his desire 
for establishing an International 
Buddhist University for those who 
would like to make an in-depth 
study of Theravada Dhamma both 
in theory and practice. 

This vision perfectly matched 
with the state of Theravada Bud- 
dhism in Myanmar at that time for 
the following reasons: 

(1) Myanmar is one of the 
leading Theravada Buddhist coun- 
tries, and it has preserved Lord 
Buddha's original teaching being 
approved by Mahatheras at six 
Buddhist Councils. 

(11) Myanmar has a reservoir 


of learned Buddhist monks and 
scholars who are well-versed in 
TipiOaka. With more than four 
hundred thousand monks, My- 
anmar has more than two thou- 
sand monasteries specialized in 
Theravada scriptural studies and 
more than six hundred meditation 
centres. 

(111) There are more than six 
thousand learned monks who are 
teaching Tipitaka scriptures and 
more than one thousand medita- 
tion masters in Myanmar. 

The idea of establishing 
an International Theravada Bud- 
dhist Missionary University was 
greatly welcomed and accepted 
by the State SaNgha Maha Nayaka 
Committee, the highest authori- 
ty of Sasana affairs in Myanmar. 
As a first step to implement this 
idea, the site for the University 
was well chosen. It is located on 
the beautiful precinct of the sacred 
Dhammapala Hill near the Sacred 
Tooth Relic Pagoda, Yangon, My- 
anmar. The area of the campus is 
about 67.870 acres. 

Therefore, in order to share 
the genuine Theravada PiOaka, 
as approved successively by the 
six Buddhist Councils, with the 
people of the world, the arrange- 
ments were made to establish In- 
ternational Theravada Buddhist 
Missionary University with the 
following objectives: 

(a) to share the genuine Ther- 
avada Buddhism (the teachings of 
Buddha) with the people of the 
world. 

(b) to study and comprehend 
the canonical texts of Theravada 
PiOaka as approved successively 
by the six Buddhist Councils. 

(c) to abstain from evil deeds 
and practise good deeds. 

(d) to promote the four modes 
of sublime living (Brahma-Vi- 
hara), which would lead to the 
establishment of peaceful and 
prosperous world. 

(e) to train more missionaries 
endowed with good morality who 
are well-versed in Pitaka literature 
and meditational practices. 

(f) to teach and train local 
and international students who are 
willing to study Theravada Pitaka 
in its pristine form. 

(g) to collaborate with local 
and foreign universities, and also 
to cooperate with other universi- 
ties that will support the objectives 
of the University. 

(h) to send missionaries to for-

eign countries for the propagation 
of Theravada Buddhism. 

To implement those objec- 
tives, the basic principles are also 
laid down as follows: 

(a) The laws, bye-laws, pro- 
cedures, rules and regulations, 
and directives relating to the In- 
ternational Theravada Buddhist 
Missionary University must be in 
accord with Dhamma-Vinaya of 
Partyatti Sasana, namely Therava- 
da Pitaka Pali Texts, Five Nikayas- 
and AOOhakathas. 

(b) The teaching system and 
methods must be upgraded in stag- 
es so as to make the students or 
candidates be able to study and 
comprehend the original canoni- 
cal texts of Theravada Pitaka Pali 
Texts, Atthakathas and Rikasas 
approved successively by the six 
Buddhist Councils. 

(c) Plans will be made to up- 
grade the University with a view to 
becoming a modern and well-de- 
veloped University in respect of 
the structure and teaching. 

(d) Based on International 
Theravada Buddhist Missionary 
University, a plan will be made 
to establish colleges, institutes, 
training schools and Meditation 
Centres.

In accordance with the ob- 
jectives and basic principles laid 
down by the University, the pro- 
ject was launched by forming the 
necessary committees, namely the 
Committee for Drafting University 
Act, Rules and Regulations, the 
Committee of the Patron Sayad- 
aws, the University Curriculum 
Committee and the Committee for 
Writing University Constitution. 

Meanwhile, progress was 
achieved at every front in the 
preparation period. Construction 
and renovation of the buildings 
on the campus moved ahead at 
amazing speed. Administrative 
buildings, residences for monk 
faculty members, hostels for nuns 
and female students, hostels for 
monks and male students were 
renovated. The rooms were fully 
furnished so that students could 
pursue their studies comfortably 
and quietly. An ordination hall, the 
TheravadapasaraOi Sima, was also 
built and consecrated to be used by 
the monks for the observance of 
the Uposatha-Kamma, and for the 
ordination of the students. 

Within two years, four lecture 
halls were constructed in beautiful 
Myanmar architectural style. Each 
lecture building was meant for one 


Faculty using the upper floor for 
lectures and the ground floor for 
Faculty members.

One-year diploma and three 
kinds of degree are offered for 
under-graduate and post-graduate 
students. They are as follows; 

(1) One-year diploma course 

Diploma in Buddha Dham- 
ma, Dip. (B.Dh.) 

(2) Two-year ordinary de- 
gree course Bachelor of Arts in 
Buddha Dhamma, B.A. (B.Dh.) 

(3) Three-year M.A. course- 
Master of Arts in Buddha Dham- 
ma, M.A. (B.Dh.) 

(4) Four-year PhD course 
Doctor of Philosophy in Buddha 
Dhamma, PhD (B.Dh.) 

Each academic year con- 
sists of two semesters. The first 
term starts in June and ends in 
October. The second term starts 
in December and ends in March. 
Vacation is in April, May and 
November. 

Anyone, regardless of gen- 
der, race, religion and creed, 
having educational qualifications 
prescribed by the University, 
can apply for admission to the 
University. Any applicant for a 
Diploma in Buddha Dhamma 
will have to meet the following 
requirements: 

1. The foreign monks, nuns 
and laypeople must have passed 
at least the matriculation or 
equivalent.

prescribed by the University. 
(The candidates can sit for the 
entrance examination at the In- 
ternational Theravada Buddhist 
Missionary University in Yangon 
or the Myanmar embassies in 
foreign countries.) 

3. They should have some 
knowledge of Theravada Bud- 
dhism; fluency in spoken and 
written English is desirable. 

The students who passed the 
entrance examination are admit- 
ted to the University. Students, 
monks, nuns and laypersons from 
foreign countries are provided 
with free accommodation and 
food. Textbooks and lecture 
handouts are also distributed free 
of charge as Ddhamma Dana. 

Academic staff includes 
Mahatheras, theras and layper- 
sons; they are religious title hold- 
ers, Doctorate and post-graduate 
degree holders. Deans, professors 
and lecturers are well-versed in 
Pali Texts, Pali literature, My- 
anmar literature and foreign lan- 
guages, and they are experienced 
teachers. The medium of instruc- 
tion is English. 

Regarding the academic 
matters, the syllabus and curric- 
ulum were drawn up by experi- 
enced Rectors, Professors and 
scholars. The students have to 
learn not only the Pariyatti and 
PaOipatti but also languages such 
as Myanmar for foreign students 
and English for local students. 
Post-graduate students, foreign 
and local, have to learn one of 
the languages such as French, 
German, Japanese and Chinese. 
Sanskrit is also an elective sub- 
ect. 

The International Theravada 
Buddhist Missionary University 


is not only a learning centre to 
learn Theravada Pali Texts and 
commentaries (Pariyatti), but 
also a place to study the practi- 
cal aspect of Buddha's Teachings 
(Patipatti), that is, meditation. All 
students, foreign and local, have 
to practise insight meditation in 
the Mahasabha Meditation Hall 
of the University for two hours 
every week. 

In order to acquaint with 
the meditation methods of well- 
known Myanmar Mahatheras, 
and as a part of the curriculum, 
the excursion trips are arranged 
for international students stud- 
ying in the Diploma course to 
the meditation centres in Yangon 
every week. They are also sent to 
the pagodas, museums, places of 
interest in Yangon, and famous 
pagodas in other cities. For those 
who are staying in Myanmar 
during the vacation, the arrange- 
ments are also made to practise 
meditation at meditation centres 
in Yangon and other cities. 

With regard to the library 
facilities, the ITBMU Library 
has 25670 books, including PTS

cyclopedia on Buddhism (75 
volumes), Encyclopedia of Bud- 
dhism (6 volumes), Encyclopedia 
of Religions, Ethics and latest 
books on Buddhist literature 
by famous Theravada Buddhist 
monks, and other Encyclopedias 
among others. 

The academic staff and the 
students have easy access to the 
University Library. The library 
holds a total of 31,260 books on 
Buddhist scriptures and litera- 
ture, consisting of 9605 volumes 
in Myanmar and 21655volumes 


in English. It also houses some 
palm leaf manuscripts and about 
1600 rare books. 

There is also a reference 
section and audio-room for the 
students to assist in the study of 
Myanmar, Pali, English and other 
languages. 

The library facilities have 
been upgraded to an electronic 
library system. The students can 
search for their choice of books 
browsing the catalogue by using 
electronic facilities. 

The computer room 1s pro- 
vided for students as a teaching 
and learning aid. The Audio-vid- 
eo system and the internet are 
also accessible to the students as 
well as the teachers. 

The academic staff and the 
students also have easy access 
to the Library of the Ministry of 
Religious Affairs and Culture. 
It is situated in the precinct of 
Kabar Aye Pagoda, close to the 
International Theravada Buddhist 
Missionary University campus. 

One-year diploma course in 
Buddha Dhamma was introduced 
in December 1998. A two-year 
degree course was started in the 
following year. 

This University is to be 
proud of due to the fact that the 
Diploma Graduation has been 
held for 20 times, and the Convo- 
cation for eighteen times. During 
the twenty-two years, the Diplo- 
ma in Buddha Dhamma has been 
conferred upon557 international 
students and 571 Myanmar stu- 
dents.

Ikea France pone on n trial for spying on staff 
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The French branch of Swedish retailing giant Ikea goes on trial 
Monday accused of running an elaborate system to spy on staff and job 
applicants using private detectives and police officers.

Ikea France, as a corporate 

entity, will be in the dock as well 


as several of its former execu- 
tives who risk prison terms. 

French investigative pub- 
lications Le Canard Enchaine 
and Mediapart uncovered the 
surveillance scheme in 2012, and 
prosecutors got on the case after 
the Force Ouvriere union lodged 
a legal complaint. 

Prosecutors say Ikea France 
set up a “spying system” across 
its operations across the country, 
collecting information about the 
private lives of hundreds of staff 
and prospective staff, including 
confidential information about 
criminal records. 

Since the media revelations 
broke the company has sacked 
four executives, but Ikea France, 


which employs 10,000 people, still 
faces a fine of up to 3.75 million 
euros ($4.5 million). 

The 15 people also appearing 
before the court in Versailles near 
Paris include former store man- 
agers and top executives such as 
former CEO Stefan Vanoverbeke 
and his predecessor, Jean-Louis 
Baillot. 

The group also includes four 
police officers accused of handing 
over confidential information. 

The charges include illegal 
gathering of personal informa- 
tion, receiving illegally gathered 
personal information, and violat- 
ing professional confidentiality, 
some of which carry amaximum 
prison term of 10 years. —AFP 


Morocco farmers mourn loss of date —_ in border standoft 


MOROCCAN farmers in an iso- 
lated oasis on the Algerian border 
are bearing the brunt of regional 
tensions after Algiers expelled 
them from date groves they have 
worked for generations. 

The border between the 
arch-rivals has been closed since 
1994, but Algeria had allowed 
some residents of the Moroccan 
frontier town of Figuig to cross 
into the date groves of Al-Arja, 
known to Algerians as the Laar- 
oda oasis. In recent days, Algeria 
has withdrawn that right, deploy- 
ing soldiers to enforce the move. 

“Everybody feels wronged,” 


said Mohamed Jabbari, an un- 
employed 36-year-old who joined 
a protest in Figuig against the 
move. 

“Agriculture is the only re- 
source we have. There’s no work 
here, no factories.” 

On Thursday, some 4,000 
people -- around half of Figuig’s 
population -- attended an angry 
demonstration against Algeria’s 
decision. Morocco’s regional au- 
thorities organized a meeting to 
“examine possible solutions to 
mitigate the impact” of a deci- 
sion they said was “temporary”. 
—AFP 
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Much of UK holds 
once-in-decade 
census largely 
online 


MUCH of the United King- 
dom on Sunday (Mar 21) 

will conduct a once-in-a-dec- 
ade census, for the first time 
completed primarily online, 
which will ask about gender 
identity to help develop policy 
and services as well as “further 
equality”. 

The census will be held in 
England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland to gather detailed infor- 
mation on the country’s pop- 
ulation, their characteristics, 
education, religion, ethnicity, 
working life and health. It was 
postponed in Scotland until 
next year due to the COVID-19 
pandemic, so UK-wide results 
will be collated later. 

The census - the 22nd in 
British history and last con- 
ducted in 2011 - is carried out to 
help inform decision-makers in 
national and local government, 
community groups, charities 
and businesses. —AFP @ 


London woman 
turns lockdown 
loaves into bakery 
success 


WHEN Britain first entered 
lockdown in March last year, 
Sophia Sutton-Jones decided 
to try making sourdough 
bread. 

A year later, she is running 
her own popular bakery. 

“I'd always thought about 
it, but Inever had the courage 
to do it,” she told AFP. Now Sut- 
ton-Jones, 29, and her husband 
Jesse, 28, work alongside half 
a dozen staff members pulling 
hot loaves out of the oven, 
putting out flaky pastries and 
cutting slices of cakes topped 
with cream.

N. Korea closes embassy, diplomats 


leave Malaysia as ties seve

NORTH KOREA closed its em- 
bassy in Kuala Lumpur and its 
diplomats left Malaysia on Sun- 
day after Pyongyang announced 
it was cutting diplomatic ties 
with the Southeast Asian coun- 
try over the extradition of one of 
its citizens to the United States. 

The North Korean an- 
nouncement on Friday over the 
extradition of Mun Chol Myong, 
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who is wanted by U.S. authorities 
on money laundering charges, 
prompted the Malaysian govern- 
ment to give North Korean Em- 
bassy staff and their dependents 
48 hours to leave the country. 
The two countries had es- 
tablished diplomatic ties in 1973. 
Before leaving the embassy 
on the fringes of the city center, 
Charge d’Affaires Kim Yu Song 
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read out a statement in which 
he slammed Malaysia for be- 
ing “subservient” to the United 
States and laid all responsibility 
at Malaysia’s feet. 

“Not content with the putting 
of our innocent citizen in the dock 
by blindly favoring the U.S., the 
principal enemy of our state, the 
Malaysian authority delivered 
our citizen to the U.S. in the end, 
thus destroying the foundation 
of the bilateral relations based 
on the respect of sovereignty,” 
Kim said. 

The Malaysian Foreign Min- 
istry has said the North Korean 
man was only extradited after 
due legal process had been ex- 
hausted. 

In 2019, a Malaysian court or- 
dered Mun to be extradited to the 
United States following his arrest 
earlier in the year. But he fought 
to remain in Malaysia, saying he 
had done nothing wrong. 

Earlier this month, he lost 
his final appeal to Malaysia’s top 
court. — Kyodo News & 
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Evacuations ordered as 
Sydney’s biggest dam overflows 
after record rainfall 


SYDNEY braced for its worst 
flooding in decades Sunday 
after record rainfall caused its 
largest dam to overflow and as 
deluges prompted mandatory 
mass evacuation orders along 
Australia’s east coast. 

Emergency services or- 
dered people living in low-lying 
areas on the city’s north-west- 
ern fringes to flee to safety, 
as authorities warned of a 
potentially “life-threatening” 
situation in New South Wales 
state. 

It came after the Warrag- 
amba Dam, which provides 
much of the drinking water 
for Sydney, spilled over Sat- 
urday afternoon - causing offi- 
cials to warn the downstream 
Hawkesbury River was ex- 


pected to peak at levels not 
seen since 1961. 

“It is one of the biggest 
floods we are likely to see for 
a very long time,” Bureau of 
Meteorology flood operations 
manager Justin Robinson 
said. Floodwaters had already 
risen in several areas, prompt- 
ing mass evacuations, and of- 
ficials said another 4,000 peo- 
ple could be told to leave their 
homes in the coming days. 

Authorities urged resi- 
dents to heed the “dozens” 
of official warnings in place 
across affected areas, with 
State Emergency Service as- 
sistant commissioner Dean 
Storey saying those in evac- 
uation zones “must leave im- 
mediately”.—AFP 
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UK police arrest 36 at anti-lockdown protests 


London police arrested dozens of people Saturday after thousands 
turned out in the British capital to protest against ongoing coro- 
navirus lockdown restrictions, with the city's police force in the 
spotlight over its officer's conduct after a series of recent incidents. 
The Metropolitan Police Service said it had made 36 arrests, most 
for breaching months-old virus regulations that outlaw leaving 
home except for a limited number of reasons. —AFP 


Greece to mark revolution bicentennial with 


1821 allies 


Greece will next week celebrate the 200th anniversary of the 
uprising that created its modern state, a romantic revolution that 
experts say captivated both elites and the masses around the 


world. 


A national parade alongside Athens’ central Syntagma Square on 
March 25 -- the date traditionally associated with the revolution 
-- will feature mounted troops in traditional costumes from the 
1821 conflict and the 1912-13 Balkan Wars. 

Nations who helped the Greeks in their near-decade-long strug- 
gle against the Ottoman Empire will also be represented. 
Russian Prime Minister Mikhail Mishustin and Prince Charles 

of Britain and his wife Camilla will be in attendance, the Greek 


prime minister's office said. 


Anew coronavirus lockdown forced French President Emmanuel 
Macron to pull out, but French Rafale and American F-16 jets will 
overfly the Greek capital, while the USS Eisenhower aircraft carri- 
er will dock in Crete, a defence ministry source told AFP. 

France has also loaned Greece an 18th-century tapestry of Raph- 
ael's Renaissance masterpiece The School of Athens, the French 


embassy said.—AFP @ 
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China stresses capital 
market opening-up, tighter 


IPO scrutiny 


CHINA will further open 
up its capital market while 
preventing risks, and urge 
tighter scrutiny on com- 
panies seeking to list their 
shares to promote reform 
on registration-based in- 
itial public offering (IPO) 
system, the head of the 
country’s securities reg- 
ulator said Saturday. 

“We will keep an 
open, supportive attitude 
toward the set-up of in- 
stitutions as well as the 
launch of businesses and 
products,” said Yi Hu- 
iman, chairman of the 
China Securities Regu- 
latory Commission, at a 
roundtable of the China 
Development Forum, not- 
ing that risk prevention is 
also essential. 

While continuing 


to encourage normal 
cross-border liquidity 
flows, Yi warned against 
a large amount of hot 
money running in and 
out. “For any market, big 
inflows and outflows of 
hot money would be det- 
rimental to healthy de- 
velopment and must be 
strictly controlled.” 

He also urged cooper- 
ation with U.S. regulators 
to properly address the 
issues concerning China 
concept stocks, saying 
that “disagreements can 
only be resolved through 
negotiation”. 

Meanwhile, Yi cit- 
ed that “the registra- 
tion-based IPO system

Saudi Aramco 2020 profits 
slump on lower crude prices 


ENERGY giant Saudi Ar- 
amco on Sunday posted 
a 44.4 per cent slump in 
2020 net profit due to low- 
er crude prices, as the 
coronavirus pandemic 
weighed heavily on global 
demand. 

Aramco, Saudi Ara- 
bia’s cash cow, has re- 
vealed consecutive falls 
in profits since it began 
disclosing earnings 
in 2019. That has piled 
pressure on government 
finances as Riyadh pur- 
sues multi-billion dollar 
projects to diversify the 
oil-reliant economy. 

“Aramco achieved a 
net income of $49 billion 
in 2020,” the company 
said in a statement -- 
down from $88.2 billion 
in 2019. 

Saudi Arabia, the 


world’s biggest crude 
exporter, was hammered 
last year by the double 
whammy of low prices 
and sharp cuts in pro- 
duction. 

Aramco chief exec- 
utive Amin Nasser de- 
scribed it as “one of the 
most challenging years 
in recent history”. 

The firm said “reve- 
nues were impacted by 
lower crude oil prices 
and volumes sold, and 
weakened refining and 
chemicals margins.” 

But compared to 
many of its loss-gener- 
ating international peers, 
the company, which 
made its stock market 
debut in 2019, played 
up its “strong financial 
resilience” despite the 
challenges. —AFP
